He had been playing Richard, or Othello, and, in 
addition to 
the fatigue of the part, found that i.e had 
also to endure the coiiiplnnents o f his aiiciofit enem y, 
Uayniotid. 
lie accordingly ordered a howl o f punch to 
allay them. 
A s soon as it was placed before him, biiiii- 
ful and 
steaming, he despatched a messenger to the 
stage-managiT, inviting him to taste it. 
T h e manager, 
innocent ot suspicion, accepted the invitation, and fol­ 
lowed smiling upon the heel.s of our hero’s em issary.— 
H e sat down (the scene was in K ean’s dressing-room); 
and, after one or two agreeable remarks, was about to 
assault the howl. 
But the tragedian stopped him with a 
prologue. 
He had a spice of Tim on in his nature, and 
be recollected how thfi’ bitter Athenian had once said 
grace before a feast. 
H e therefore addressed ihestage- 
manager, at the close o f one o f his most terrific com pli­ 
ments— “ Look 
ye, sir, now that I ’ m drawing money 
to your treasury, you find out that I ’ m a fine actor.— 
You told me, when I rehearsed f^liylock, that it would 
be a failure. 
Then I was a poor man, without a friend, 
and you did your be.st to keep me down. 
N ow , you 
smother me with compliments. 
It’s right that 1 should 
make some return. 
T here, sir,— to the devil with your 
fine speeches. 
T ak e that !” 
.And iiistanlly, over the 
bead, and breast, and whole sacred person of the stage-

Kean was at N ew York, he visited what was supposed 
to be C ooke’s grave. 
“ Being a great admirer o f the 
dead tragedian, he caused his body to be taken up and 
removed to another place, and over the new grave he 
erected a monument, in honor of the actor’s genius.— 
in the transition, from the old grave to the new , Kean 
abstracted one o f the toe-bones. 
It was a little black 
relic, and might have pa.ssed for a tobacco-slopper.” — 
On his arrival in England, the Drury Lane Com pany 
resolved to 
meet and welcom e him at some distance 
from London.
